Spain then thought nat only to have conquered England, 
= to have freighted the ſpacious land it ſelf, and re- 
mov'd it into his own Seas. But all theſe Numerous 
Fleets of Gallies, and Cock-boats, would have made but 
a ſmall Figure" on that Watry Stage, had the Magni- 
ficeut Terror of the Firſt ,' $ econd, Third and Fourth 
Rates, at this preſent, under the C ommand of Admiral 
Ruſſel, ſpread it ſelf among 'em. Great things are 
therefore expetted from ſuch a prodigious Force, than 
which the Mediterranean never carried apon her Shou!- 
ders a more Formidable, fince the Phznicians firſt taught 
the Art of Sayling, No queſtion thi, but a juſt and 
true Account of the Exploits perform'd by ſuch a Con- 
greſs of Thunder and Lightning cannet chooſe but be 
acceptable to all the Warld, Which as we have already 
began to give, ſo we ſhall continue, as Occaſions offer. Al 
that we can ſay as yet, though this be alſo very great,.. 
only that-it has ſav d. one of. the moſt ſpacious Frovinces 
of Spain from the compleat ConqueFt of an Inſulting E- 
wemy ; and that, if any thing of Unhappineſs has hitherto 
attended it, *tis only that no Oppoſition dares meet it - 
While Tourville, an Admiral now without a Fleet, ts 
ſo far from preſuming to adventure an Engagement, that 
he does all--be can to ſecxre his Terribles and bu Tri- 
umphants with Land Fortifications ; =—_ to truſt 'em 
in their proper Elements. Fear makes bim avoid the 
fight of this Formidable Fleet , and Fear makes others 
court the Terror of it ; witneſs the Submiſſroe Language 
of the hawghty Algerines to the Admiral that con 
mands it. This I ſay, ts all very great ; but as greater 
things are expefted, ſo there is uo queſtion but we ſhall 
give the World: an Account of them, the next time we 
appear in Print. |

BOUT the end of April, in the Year 1694, the 
A Right Honourable Admiral Ruſ?l, doug appcmecd 
e 


by his Majeſty to command the Cont e Fleer, 

then deſign'd for the Mediterranean Sca , arrived at 
Port/mouth, and the next Morning after his Arrival rhere, wene 
on Board - the Britanma.' The" whole Fleet which was' nu- 
merouſly formidable , was faid to be vittFd for Four Months, 
which made moſt People —— what was only A 
ore, 
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before, that ſuch great Preparations were not intended for a 
ſhort Expedition. or it was = ſeen by the Letter which 
che King” of ” France” ſent to the Bey of Aſgier, purporting,that 
he bad order'd a Numerous Fleet of 5o Ships of Line of 
Bartel, 20 Bomb-Veſlels, and 44 Galleys, into the Mearter- 
ranean, to Bomb and Deſtroy all the Sea-port Towns of Spain, 
that would not preſerye themſelves from utter Ruin by large 
Comributigns of Money, apd- to cxa&t great Surns from 
Genga and Legorn, Thac Touper/le was to brave it in the Ly- 
va, ard ſhut up the Paſlages of the Streights in ſach' a man- 
ner, that there ſhould be no Trading for cither Exg/ifþ or 
Dutch ; and for the Spamards, they. were to be exterminared 
out of the Ocean. Twas therefore thought convenient to di- 
vide the Confederate Fleer, and fend the greatcſt pare of ic un- 
der Abel Ru(#, in (carch of this fame Thieatning Enc- 
my, In order to fight the Marſhal where c're they found him, 
if he would ſtand the ſhock, and to keep the Scas open for free- 
dom of Trade. | 

For this purpoſe , upon the 5th of May, he (et Sail from 
St. Helens , with part of the Fleet, direting his Courle Weſt 
ward, the reſt of the Men of War remaining bchind at -rhe 
Spit-head, under the Command of Sir Cloudſly Showell, Vice- 
Admiral of the Red Squadron. Se 

As he fail'd 6n, the Admiral had iarelligence, thar there 
lay in Bertwne Road, a conſiderable Fleet of Freach Merchant- 
Men, Eaſtward bound. Upon which he ſent away Capt. 
Pickard in the Maxwourb , togerhes with the Reſolution and 
Roebuck, Fire-ſhip, either ro bring them away, or to. deſtroy 
them. Accordingly upon the 10ch of the ſame Month, as 
ſoon as ir was light, they made toward the French Shore, abour 
Seven Miles from the Flect; and by Five a Clock in the 
Morning, they delesy'd fevcral Ships a Poinx of Land 
near Cangutt Bayz which, immediately you Signal given 
from one of their Scouts, bois'd their Ih the kmean 
time Capt., Pickard gurfu'd the Man of War that was their 
Coovay, and: forcd her to bale in with the Shore, and 1vn 
agaioſt- the Rocks, under the Caſtle that flood fartbeſt into 
the. Seca, This Man of War, as the Prifoners afterwards de- 


Clar'd, 
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clar'd, hapn'd to be the Zerſey Frigate , which the French 
had taken from the Engliſh lome time before, in the Weſt 
Indies , and which ſoon after was blown up, cither by Acci- 
dent or Voluntarily , 'tis not material whether. Afﬀer this, 
the Engliſh Men of War ſtood into White Bay, as far as the 
cotld with ſafety, plying the Freach Ships that were there wit 
their great Guns z but their Veſſels being 27 in number , all 
ran aſhore togerher, with as m more in and about Cox- 
quet- The Exglſb Frigates then into Beytuwme Bay, and 
cook one of the Merchants Ships, though the Caſtle ply'd 
them all the while with their great Shot and Bombs. There 
were in this Fleet Six Sloops, cartying from Ten to Sixteen 
Guns, two of which, as the Priſoners confeſt, were burnt by 
the blowing up of the Jerſey. There were alſo among them, 
Four Veſſels of good Burthen , part of whoſe Lading was 
Guns and Mortars, the biggeſt of which ran aſhore againſt the 
Rocks of Sr. Matthew's Point. The Merchants Ships were in 
all about 55 Sail, of which 35 were cither burnt or (unk, 25 in 
White-Bay , 4 on the South-ſide of the Point of the Bay, and 
6 on the South-ſide of Congwer , their Lading being for the 
moſt part Salt, Wine and Brardy. The News of this Exploit 
ſo luckily perform'd , came ro Whytehall by an Expreſs dated 
from the Fleet, the 18th of May. 

By another Expreſs dated the 19th of the ſame Month, an 
Account was given, That Capr. Townſend in the Foreſight, and 
Capr. Cooper 1n the England Frigate, having Four Engliſb Pri- 
vatcers in their Company, upon the 17th, about Six a Clock 
in the Morning, to the Eaſt-ward of Cape ls Hogwe, got ſight 
of another Fleet of French Merchants , bound tor Diep and 
Duxkirk and giving them Chaſe, tack'd upon Five of them, 
one of which happened to be a Man of War of 23 Guns, and 
ran them all aſhore, in a Rocky Place, call'd Omoxoel, whete 
they were protected by a ſmall Caſtle. Upon which they 
made after the reſt of the Fleet, and forc'd ſeveral of them 
athore near Sherbeyg ; and while thev kepr off the Frexch Con- 
voy, the Engliſh Privateers took Six of them : The whole 
Fleer conſiſting of about 50 Sail, laden with Corn and Bread 


for the ſervice of the Frexch Army in Flanders. 
B 2 This 
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This firſt motion of part of the Confederate Fleet. was or- 
ly to obſerve the Countenances of the French in Breſt, and to 
get the beſt intelligence that could be had, what Strength they 
had left behind in the Ocean; for that the Admiral did nor 
ſail from S. Helexs till the 29h of May in the Morning, at 
what time there being but feel Wind, and that which was 
being againſt him, he was forced to come to an Anchor a- 
gain ; bur at length upon the Joth in the Morning, the Wind 
choping about to the North with a freſh Gale, che whole Fleer 
fer fail, and before Noon of the ſame day, were quite out of 


ghr. 
'Tis ſaid,that the whole Fleet, Engliſh and Dutch, conſiſted 
of 48 Sail, or 56, as was ſaid by others ; particularly chat 
the Engliſh Fleet was compoſed of 3 Firſt Rates, the Britannia, 
the Sovereign , and the St. Andrew; G of the Second, 18 of 
the Third, 6 of which carried $o great Guns apicce ; 6 of the 
Fourth, + of the Fifth, 6 of the Sixth, together with 9 Fire- 
Ships: which were to be reinforced by 23 Sail more, that lay 
at Cadiz, and to be farther alſo joyn'd by the Mca of War, 
and Galleys of Spain. | 
In the mean time , Nowailles being ready to take the Field 
in Catalogna, Towrwille was ſent down to Towlon, to haſten our 
the Prench Fleet with all the ſpeed imaginable; and he was 
{o quick, that he was got with a Squdron of Men of War in- 
to the Road of Toulon, and was ready to ſet Sail. Bur upon 
the gth of May, ſo violcot a Storm, atrended with Thunder 
and Lightning, aroſe in thoſe Parts, that the Admirals Ship, 
and Two more, were ſo much endamag'd in their Mafts, that 
ic was the 14th before he could put to Sea, in order to joyn 
the Galleys, and fo ſet ſay] together rowards the Coalts of 
Catalogna, where he was to alh't with his Bombs from the 
Sea, while the French attacked the Sea-port Towns of that 
Province by Land. To that purpoſe, he fail'd away. with 
the Galleys from Marſeiles, to the Bay of Roſes, where 
he was joyn'd by Chaſteas Renaut , with a Squadron from 
Bre 
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And now' the Freneb: carri'd all things before them in C'2- 
talogna y Towle rode Triumphant at Sea, and NouatHes, Vi- 
ftorious by Land ; had won Palamos and Grronne, and there 
was no queſtion but that Barcelona would have been the nexe 
that would have been Belicg'd ; which ſeem'd indeed to be 
the principal Deſign of thar Campaign. But the Th 
dings that Admiral Ruſe! was approaching toward the Strerghts, 
quite aler'd the Mealures of the French ; fo that Tourtulle 
i:(tead of (ailing from Palays to Barcellona according to his 
Firſt Orders , was directed to return to Towon, with all the 
haſt he could. And indeed 'twas a lucky Eſcape for the 
French Admiral, who got into Towlox but the 4th of Zuly; 
whereas Admiral Ruſſel, as the Letters ſrom Marſezlles ar 
cs a 4 coofirm'd , appear'd at the heighth of Barcellons 
the 7th. 

However it- were, it was not to be imagin'd,. that the 
Confederate Fleet, which could fail no faſter than the Wind 
could carry them along,and cf whoſe Motion the French Court 
was able to give more ſpeedy Jntelligence, and as much as 
was neceſſary for Tourzelle's Preſervation, more conycnicntly 
than the Acmiral could haſten to prevent ir; for theſe Rea- 
(cos, | fav, it was not to be imagin'd, that the, Confederate 
Fleer could cafily ſurprize the French: After the Engliſh Ad- 
miral had weigh'd , and ſet forward from St. Hellens, there 
was littic or no News heard of him; only that he - was (ceg 
ro pals at a diſtance by Dartmouth and Plimouth the 5th of 
Zune ; and that upon the Ninth at Night, the All:ancc Packer- 
Boat bound from Coroza-in Spain, in her Voyage to Fal- 
mouth, diſcover'd a great number, of Lights to the Sourh Welt 
of Vſbant,which he judg'd to be the Fleet under Admical Rufe : 
To which we may add the Report cf the Maſter of another 
Veſſel which put into Pert/month, and about the ſame time, 
brought Advice , that he met Admiral. Ruſel in: the 
heighth of Lagos, in Portugal, fleering toward the Siraghts 
with a favourable Wind. So that after it was heard, that he 
had doubled the Cape of Sr. Vincems, between Lubon and C s- 
diz,, the firſt Expreſs that came from him, and wasxeccived 
at Whitchall, was datcd on Board the Britauns, the x” of 

bly, 
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Faly, Old Stile, off of Tangier , wherein the Admiral gave 
an Account that he had not ſo much as touch'd a Cogn, 
but that he bad ſent Orders to Rear Admiral New , who 
rode in that Bay, with a Squadron of Exgliſh and Datch Men 
of War, to joyn him to the Weſtward of Cape Sparte! ; 
which they accordingly did on the 30h of Fane. Farther , 
that when thoſe Letters were written, he was haſtning with all 
the ſpeed he could toward Bareellons , being inform'd that 
the French Fleet lay berween that Place and Alfag wes. That 
he had likewiſe order'd the Turkey Ships both Eneli and 
Dutch , together with the Men of War appoimed for their 
Convoy, to make the beſt of their way to Cartagens, and 
there to ſtay for ſuch farther Orders which he ſhould ſend them 
from Alcant, according to the Jarelligence which he ſhould re- 
ccive of the Enem 


Vefſek were order'd from Cadiz, Port St. Mary, and St. Ln 
ear, freighted with aboye 2000 Souldiers and Sea-men, for 
the Saccour of Barcellong, ro Malaga ; where lay Six Galleys 
ready ro convoy them , with Sixteen more that were gon 
before to Cartagena , in expeftation of others that were to 
joyn them, which being joyn'd , wonld make Twenty Eight 
in all, and were to attend the main Fleer, or at leaft the greateſt 
pare of them. . 
Upon the 23d of July, an Expreſs from Gtbraltar, brought 
News to the at Mairid, that the Engliſh and Dutch 
commanded by Rear Admiral New, and the Ten 
Spamfh Men of War , joyn'd Admiral Ruſſe! upon = 
10:

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10h and 31th of the ſame Month near Tangier z at what time 
the whole Fleet was lop'd by a Levant; cill the 15th ; 
when the Wind chopping about to the Welt, they paſt through 
the Strughts the (ame day, ſteering their Courſe toward Bar- 
cello2s. 

Lpon the 17th of 7uly, Capt. Baxks in the Carſtile Frigate, 
with Four Ketches, was {cnt to Mzalags, to ferch freſh Pro- 
viſions for the Fleet , which he: rejoyn'd the next day , til} 
direfting iss courſe for Barcellons : For the Ergliſb Admiral 
thought it not convenient to come in (ſight of Malags, but 

als'd by ir the ſame day that he ſent Capt. Banks thicher , 
Corping more to the Shore of Rarbary. All this while no 
Fremh Fleet appear'd ; only Six of their Men of War 
were (cen off Almeria, upon the 13th, where they would have 
had Proviſions -for their Money , but it was refusd them 
they being ſuppoyd to be Scouts ſent forth to intelli- 
gence of the Confederate Fleet. In the mean time, the Exgli/h 
and Dutch Merchants Ships bound for Turkey and Haly, under 
the Convoy of Five Men of War, proceeded unmoleſied in 
their Voyages. . 

On the 8th of ; Auguſt , Admiral Rafe} arrived before Bar- 
cellons with the whole Fleet, conſiſting of about 140 Sail, of 
which $8 were Ships of Line. He had mer with (everal Re- 
mora's, occaſion'd by contrary Winds, which render'd. the 
Voyage famexhat Tegious, though every Moment were im- 
Mary to haſten it- Of this Marthal Nowarl's gave the King 
of France advice, by an Exprets- from bis Camp/at Blaines , 
(not far from Barcellong ) dddmg withal, that white Admiral 
Ruſſel anchor'd before the City, Two and Twenty of the 
Spaniſh Galleys came before the Place; and making in as 
cloſe ro: the Shore as they could, Canonado'd the Freach 
Troops that were poltcd near the r, 

Admiral Rufel continu'd - before Barcellons with the whole 
Fleet ridiog in Three Lincs, from the Sth ta the 26th, at what 
time he weigh'd ,, and the-next day; a & before. Blaizes, 
which is about Four Leagues fron P - "And there was 
no queſtion but the Exghſs Adrairalt wauld , have been glad 
that Marſhal Tewwrle would bave tarty's for bis coming, 

upou 
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ppon the News of his Approach to the Streighes, (or, at leaft, 
his having paſs'd the Strezghty, the Fremch Admiral inſtead 
of Sailing to Barcelloxs to Nowazlles in the Siege of that 
Place, according to his firſt Orders, made a ſpeedy return to 
Toulon, and was ſo carly in his Retreat, that he enter'd that 
Port upon the 4th of Zuly. And ſuch was his fear of being 
afla rd in the Harbour, that he ſent away ſome part of the 
Galleys tro Marſeilles, and moor'd the reſt before his Men 
of War for their better . Security : And -more than this, he 
rook out the great Guns our of the grear Men of War, to 
make Batteries upon the Shore ; for the raifing of which, his 
Men wrought Day and Night,and of which he cry'd the firm- 
nels, and how far they were able to annoy an Aſſayling Ene- 
my , after they were 'finiſh'd. He alſo .caus'd the biggeſt of 
his Ships to be bail'd within the Caſtles. He alſo caus'd fe- 
yeral Pieces of Canon to be planted upon the Iſtands near 
Marſailles. And ſtill for the ſecurity of the great Ships at 
Towlon, he order'd moreover a ſtrong Chain and a Boom to 
be laid croſs the Entrance of the Port. Nor was all this thought 
ſufficient, till beſides all theſe Precautions, he had rais'd a 
New Fort, which'was'call'd Fort'Towwille, to defend the cn- 

trance into the Havyen. Dy 
This was a ſign, chat the French Admiral lay under preat 
Apprchenſions of Danger ; and yet in the midſt of theſe 
fears , it was then reported, that Towle held a Council of 
War, whercin it was debated, whether he ſhould put to Sca 
and fight :the* Confederate Fleet, upon an Imagination that 
the' Sea-men were tyr'd 'out with the length of their Voyage, 
and Sickty 5 upon which Suppoficions, he thought there mighe 
be ſome Advantage gain'd. But ir was carti'd in the Nega- 
tive, all the 'Officers alledging, that the Enghſh and Dutch 
were no freſh-water Souldiers, and therefore that it would be 
2 Madneſs to engage ſo formidable a Fleer. However it was 
ac the ſame rime' confirm'd, that the whole Coaſt of Provzence 
was ina great Confiernation, and: that the Inhabitarits of the 
Scea-Towrs carty'd away the'beſt of their Goods up higher in- 
ro the Country , for fear of beirg Bomb'd in their Houſes. 
The Court of France alſo was not a little miſtruſiful of their 
Own 
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own Sea-men ; and therefore fearing leaſt the Officers and 
Sea-men belonging to the Galleys ſhould play their Officers 
a ſcurvy Trick upon the appearing of the Confederate Fleer 
upon the Coaſts of Provence, remitted to. Mar{aslles an 
Hundred Thouſand Livres , fer the payment of part of 
m_ Wages, thereby to cnzage them to ſtand firm 1in their 
uty. 

On the other (ide, there was great Jy inthe Court of 
Madrid , to hear of the Arrival of the Confederate Fleet 
upon the Coaſts of Spain. The King particularly, as a de- 
monſtration of his great ſatizfaion , ſent a Preſent of a 

ewel ro the Engliſh Admiral, valued at Five and Twenty 
bouſand Crowns, and another to V ice Admiral Calenberg, 
valued at Twelve Thouſand. 

When the Confederate Fleet arriv'd in the Bay of Bar- 
cellons, the Duke of Eſcalons, Viceroy of Catalogns, went 
on Board the Britannia, to Compliment the Admiral, and 
during their Interview , all the Canon of the Fiect, and 
the City, were diſcharg'd Three times. The next day 
Admiral Ruſſel went Aſhore to repay the Viceroy his Viſit ; 
who received him with all the Honour and Reſp:& that was 
due to his Perſon. After a Conference of a little more than an 
Hour, there was held a Council of War ; at the Concluſion 
of which, the Admiral return'd to his Ship. The Viceroy 
alſo ſent him as a Preſent, a Hundred and Fifty Sheep, 
Four Calves, Six "Hundred Candles of Virgins Wax, Six 
Hundred Tallow Candles , Six Hundred Pound of Choco- 
late, One Thouſand Six Hundred Pound of Sugar, a great 
number of Capons, Pullets and Turkics, a great quantity 
of Pulſe, and all forts of Fruits, a Hundred Batrels of 
Excellent Wine, and proportionably of other Liquors, wich 
a proportionable quantity of Snow to cool his Wine. The 
Magiſtracy alſo of Barcellons made him a Preſent of Two 
Rartary Horſes richly harneſſed, ro the yalue of Three 
Hundred Piftoles. 

And now to return to the Courſe of the Confederate 
Fleet, Admiral Ruſel having ſtay'd before Barcellons from 


the Bth to the 26th of Angſt, ſet ſai) (rom theuce the 
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fame Day , no body knowing what Courſe be intended 
ſteer ; only that he proceeded as far as Blanes, Four Leagues 
beyond Barcellona, as the Letters from Towlon lignificd; For 
Mounſicur Towrwille no ſooner heard of Admiral Raſel's 
leaving Barcellona , but he ſent our ſeveral. light Frigares 
to get intelligence of his Motions; but whether it were 
that the Exgiiſh Admiral was well inform's that the French 
Fleet was too ſtrongly Batricado'd up in the Port of Toon, 
to be atrack'd without time and leilure , or that perhaps 
he had not then received: his Orders to winter in the Me 
diterrantan ; and therefore finding the Seaſon far (penc, 
thought ir high time to return back into the Ocean, he 
ſteer'd back again for the Sireights, and upon the 5th of 
September , pals'd by Alant, with a fair Wind ; and the 
next Day in the Afternoon, the whole Fleet paſs'd by Car- 
tageha , with the Spaxiſh Men of War, the Gallics only 
being order'd back ro Cartagens; and upon-the 15ih be 
came before Malaga. | 

In the mean time, the French Admiral- meditated "Two 
Deligns , cither -to ſlip by the Confederate Fleet, and: ger 
before Admiral Rye! with the Squadrons of Breſt, 1nto the 
Atlantick, Occan, while the Exghſþ and ; Dutch were bulicd 
in the more diſtant., part: of Provence; for there was a 
Rumour ſpzead abrozd, of an imerded Bombing of Nice, 
or elſe to watch, the return of the Fleet ro the Stretghty, 
4nd fail away a ſ{ccond time for Barcelfana, where Nonailles 
lay ready , together with ſuch new Succours as he ſhould 
bring him, to finiſh the Conqueſt of Catalggns. The fiſt 

he q recerved Orders art one. time to atiemp?, when Ad- 
ical Rujel cover'd. Barcelloza ; but upon beter Confide- 
rations, the Court of Frexce not finding it-feafſbie: to ger 
by -a watchlal Encmy without being encoumter'd, diicharg'd 
him. of thoſe Cares. 
As to the ſecond, ſo ſoon as Admiral Reſ's Back was 
tarn'd, and while there was yet no certawry of Admiral 
Ruſſel's wintring in the Meatterravenn, Nonailles and Towrs!le 
were in great hopes, that they. together, might carry Bar- 
celona before the end of the Campaign ; and {the Court of 


France 
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Fraree flatter'd her (elf with; the ſame Expettations. Toar- 
walle cherefore having ſent before Seven or Eight Men of 
War, and ſome Fireſhips, under the Command of Monſieur 
Beaujew , on which were embark'd. ſeveral Regiments , ſer 
fail with the reſt of the Fleet for the Coaſt of Catalogns.

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HE quick Return of our Fleet to Toulon, gives 

occaſion to various Diſcourſes ; what the Succeſs 
was, is publickly known : The Managers only feel the 
Thorns of it. We ſhall have neither any Engagement, 
wor 'any Siege of Barcellona this Tear : *Twas not 
thought comvens *nt to hazard the one, nor attempt the 
other. Tet all thines ſeem'd to tend to a Tryal of theſe 
Two Events. The Departure of the whole Fleet, and 
the Expence of ſetting it out, with Bomb Galliots and 
Mortars , ſhew'd that there was ſomething elſe intend- 
ef, than a bare Landing 'of Men ; nor did they ſend 
their Horſe by Land, to go up the Hill, and jo come 
down again. Tet all are returned or returning , both 
Fleet and Cavalry. Whatever the Reaſons were, the 
Campaign is.now at an end, and the Court are at their 
Wits end, what Courſe to take with the Fleet, whoſe 
lying ſtill, or doing nothing to the purpoſe, is laught at 
in all the Courts of Europe. 


When it was that Admiral Ruſſel receiv'd his Orders 
from England to Winter in the Mediterranean, is not ma-

follow'd by Two more ; ſo that by Ten a Clock in the 
Morni 4 loft my Main Maſt. 
The purſu'd their Advantage, and in the Af 
ternoon cut down my Mizon, and all the reſt of my Maſts ; 
ſo that the great Ship play d upon me as ſhe pleas'd her 
ſelf ; for we had neither Helm nor Sails left w govern 
our Ship. For which reaſom, finding my ſelf in thu pit» 
ful condition, I call d the Officers together to have their 
Advice , who all teſtified their viragveſe to ſacrifice 
their Lives for the King's Service ; but confidering the 
Condition of the Ship, and the Superior Number if the 
Enemy , it was rehobu/d that we ſhould yield, which 
was done the 29th, at Foxr in the Afternoon. 

The Officers and the Marine Guards, behav'd them- 
fetves with extraordinary Conrage and Bravery.

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After we had yielded, we were put Aboard the 
Carliſle ; by the Captain of which Veſſel we were ex- 
treamly a uſed ; nor did they take away our Swords, 
which was done out of a particular eſteem which they 
had for my Perſon. | 

We were carried to Meflina, where we met the other 
Engliſh Men of War, and the Officers of the Trident, 
which far'd no better than we did , though the Officers 
and Souldiers behau'd themſelves with all the Bravery 
imaginable, And the next day that we arrived in the 
Port, the Governour of Meſſina ſent us a Civil Com- 
pliment, offering to ſerve us to the utmoſt of his Power, 
and order d us to want for nothing. This Letter was

Upon the 20th of the ſame Month, Adquizal Rafe or- 
der'd the whole Fleet to fire their Guns at a Minutes Di- 
ſtance between the Firing of every Gun, as being a Solem- 
nity duc upon the firſt notice of the 's Funeral. 

Upon the 22d of April, a numerous of Store-Ships, 
ViRtuallers, Bomb-ketches, Tranſport-Ships, and Merchant- 
Men, making in all Sixty Sail, arrivd at Cadiz from 
England, under a Convoy of ſeveral Men of War , com- 
manded by Captain Warren; and then it was ſaid, that Ad- 
miral Ruſſel would (pcedily put ro Sea with the whole Fleer, 
Tis allo ſaid, that there is an Exeh:b Conſut arrivd-ac 
Rome, to aſſure that Court, that it the Confederate Fleer 
came into thoſe Seas, it would not be to do the leaft Da- 
mage to the Eccleſiaſtical State ; and that he alſo at the 
fame time demanded that the ſaid Fleet might have leave 
to buy Freſh Proviſions at Creits Veeckus, in caſe they ſhould 
ſtand in need of them. 

After this, the Letters of the 4th Ioſtant, gave an Ac- 
count , that the Fleet had lain ſeveral Days with their 
Top-ſails looſe , ſo' that 'rwas geycrally belicy'd they were

Other Lerters alſo from Coronns, gave an Account, that 
1'wo EP Frigates had lately taken a French Privareer of 
Twenty Four Guns off of the Southern Cape z moreover that 
the Delawal had taken a Brigantine of Six Guns, and Seventy 
Men : And farther , that Captain Goade in the Byz#, bas 
brought to Gibraltar, a Great French Ship richly laden, that 


pretended to be a Venetian. 
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
